Documents D1 - D5 do not disclose a method for fabricating pipes comprising a cleaning of the 
pipes, placing it on a receiving table, positioning and fixing the pipes in a cutting cabin, execution 
of a first sequence of slots in the pipes by a laser or plasma beam, angle rotation of the pipes by 
a rotating plate, execution of a second sequence of slots in the pipes, cleaning the pipes and 
painting the pipes, according the characteristic features of claim 1 of the present application. 


Therefore the subject matter of claim 1 is novel with respect to each one of the prior art 
documents D1 - D5 and involves an inventive step. 


Also the characteristic features of claims 2-4 are not disclosed in the state of the art. Therefore it 
can be considered that also the subject matter of claims 2-4 is, compared to each one of the 
documents D1 - D5, novel and involves an inventive step.
